shell itself rests on the mouth of the 
gun in a sort of a cup. 
The “adapter” is a metal bar, which 
fits perfectly into the bore of the 
gun. 
Being expelled it takes with it 
the shell, which promptly separates 
itself and continues its flight alone 
to fall in a trench, where its explo­ 
sion demolishes earthworks so ardu­ 
ously prepared by the allies. 
To vis­ 
ualize how' it leaves the howitzer one 
has but to imagine a small boy plac­ 
ing a cherry with a pin thrust in it 
over the mouth of a blowT gun. 
The 
“Minenwurfer’s” shell is the cherry, 
‘he “adapter” the pin. 
The velocity of the shell is low'— 
only two hundred and thirty feet per 
second. 
The lowest elevation from 
which it is fired is 45 degrees, an 
angle ut which the shell travels 550 
yards. 
Eighty degrees is the highest 
angle at which it may be fired—an 
elev atio n used 
when 
trenches are 
only 190 yards apart. 
Traveling slowly toward a trench 
with the annoying leisure of a lobbed 
tennis ball, the course of the shell 
may be plainly followed. 
Men can 
dodge it, but its explosive interior 
works havoc within the trench. This 
is all that is expected of it. 
Though 
accounts from the allied front have 
given no circumstantial accounts of 
what it has done 
as 
a 
destructive 
agent, the effect can 
be 
surmised 
when 
one 
is reminded 
that 
four 
pounds of dynamite 
is 
considered 
sufficient 
to demolish 
breastworks 
from two to three feet in thickness. 
The weight of the gun itself is only 


one hundred and thirty pounds and 
its mounting weighs 
thirty 
pounds 
less. 
It is attached, however, to a 
heavy 
bed, 
or 
platform, weighing 
nearly a thousand pounds.

Mrs. Katherine C. Gould Alleges That 
Her Divorced Hushand and His 
Brother Are in a Conspir­ 
acy Against Her. 


New York, Nov. 25.—That George 
J. Gould wants $17 and “wants it 
bad.” was alleged yesterday by his 
attorney in the supreme court before 
Justice Newburger. 
Attorneys for Katherine C. Gould 
made a motion to “frame the issues” 
in the suit brought by George Gould 
against his brother, Howard Gould, 
and Katherine Gould to foreclose on 
Howard’s $1,000,060 Fifth avenue cor­ 
ner lot. 
In 
her answer to the suit Mrs. 
Gould alleges that her husband and 
his brother are in a conspiracy to sell 
ihe property and eliminate her dower 
rights, $16,000 yearly. 
Mrs. Gould is 
now drawing $35,000 a year alimony 
under the decree of separation made 
in September, 19C9. 
Mrs. Gould says her husband bas 
failed to pay the taxes on the prop­ 
erty, so that in November, 1913, there 
had accumulated back taxes and in­ 
terest to the extent of $54,000. 
Then, Mrs. Gould asserts, the rec­ 
ords show that when the property 
wag put up for sale for taxes George 
Gould authorized Attorney Hack to 
bid in the property. 
He did so by 
offering to carry the arrears for one- 
fourth of I per cent interest. 
When the affidavit 
submitted 
by 
Mrs. Gould was read in court, yester­ 
day by Justice Newburger, the court \ 
inquired: 
“Isn’t that pretty low? 
Ordinarily 
the purchaser of tax liens gets from 
1-0 to 12 per cent.” 
Attorney Knowles replied that he 
could offer no explanation for the 
low 
rate 
of 
interest that George 
Gould wanted to charge his brother, 
and he was at a loss, he said, to ex­ 
plain why on January I, when $17.82 
became due, George Gould demanded 
that his brother put up the $17.82, j 
and when Howard Gould refused to i 
pay, his brother 
promptly 
brought I 
suit to sell the property. 
It was a plain case of freeze out.” 
asserted Attorney Arthur J. Baldwin, 
counsel for Mrs. Gould. 
Mr. Baldwin smiled as he produced 
written testimony taken when George 
Gould was being 
examined 
before 
trial. 
Questions and answers put to 
the millionaire were as follows: 
“Mr. Gould, it was not for the $17.82 
that you brought this action, was it?” 
“Well, I would be glad to have my 
money returned just now'. It ?s worth 
something to me.” 
“Worth something

Little 
Rock, 
Ark., Nov. 25— Re­ 
ports received in Little 
Rock 
last 
night indicate that forest fires are 
rapidly sprtfadii^g in Missouri, Ar- I 
kansas, 
Oklahoma 
and 
Louisiana. 
Much damage has been clone to young 
timber in the vicinity of Poplar Bluff, 
Mo., and farmers are kept busy pro­ 
tecting their homes from the flames. 
The only hope of extinguishing the 
fires is a general rain, and the wea­ 
ther bureau offers little hope of this. 
That any considerable setback 
w-as 
given to the flames by rains that fell 
yesterday in Southwest Arkansas and 
parts of Oklahoma and Louisiana was 
rot indicated in reports that reached 
here early last night, 
The damage thus far in Arkansas 
has been confined largely to timber, 
and the state has been fortunate in 
the absence of high winds that might 
have made the situation extremely 
serious. 
In Little Rock the greatest appre- 
j hension for the safety of the city pre­ 
vails. 
The forest fires in this vicin­ 
ity 'had 
approached to within four 
miles of the business’district yester­ 
day. 
Citizen patrols covered the res­ 
idence district, alert lest some w’ind- 
driven spark find a place and kindle 
a disastrous fire. 
River traffic at Helena still is said 
to be endangered by the smoke palls 
which overhang the river. The steam­ 
er Rate Adams, the largest boat on 
the Mississippi, reported lost in the 
fog early Monday night, reached He­ 
lena fourteen houps behind schedule. 
The captain of the vessel declared he 
had proceeded 
slowly 
because 
he 
feare I a collision in the smoke. 
At Harrison small fires have been 
reported in the United States forest 
reserve of 8,000 acres, in Boone, Car­ 
roll, Newton and Madison counties. 
Rangers, 
however, 
succeeded 
in 
smothering the flames. 
Fifty-seven convicts were in peril 
of their lives for several minutes 
Monday night in the burning rock 
crusher plant just a mile west of The 
new state capitol. 
The men w’ere 
housed in a stockade 150 feet from 
the burning structure. With all doors 
of the stockade locked and escape im 
possible, a riot was imminent when 
>xtra forces of guards were rushed 
to the endangered buildings. 
Hur­ 
ried ly the men w’ere formed in lines 
and taken to safety. 
When it was 
seen that the blaze could oe kept 
from the stockade they w’ere taken 
back to their quarters. 
The prisoners had been placed at 
the rock crushers from Ine state peni­ 
tentiary and were being used to oper­ 
ate the plant, which is conducted as 
an aid to state road building activi­ 
ties. The fire caused a loss estimated 
at $50,000.

Fire in the forest is reported to be 
continuous between heie and Little 
Rock and in many places poles have 
been burned, badly crippling telephone 
and telegraph service. 
A heavy haze

pletely obscured the sun from view 
and seems to be increasing in density.
